Washington, Aug. 8 (ZP)—Secre­ 
tary of State Byrnes said today 
there is “still tim e— but little tim e 
—for the Japanese to save th e m ­ 
selves from the destruction which 
threatens them .” 
In a formal statem ent issued 
shortly 
after P resident T rum an 
announced R ussia’s declaration of 
w ar against Jap an , Byrnes said he 
hoped “that the people of Jap an 
will now realize th at fu rth er re ­ 
sistance to the forces of the n a ­ 
tions now united in the enforce­ 
m ent of law and justice will be 
futile.” 
Byrnes declined, in response to 
questions, 
to 
elaborate. 
He re ­ 
fused to say w hether his state­ 
m ent could be considered an u lti­ 
m atum to the Japanese. 
Stalin Invited 
Tn his statem ent, B yrnes said 
President T ru m an had invited an 
expression 
from 
Russia 
at 
the 
Potsdam conference on possible 
Soviet entry into the w ar against 
Japan. 
Byrnes 
said Mr. T ru m an 
ex- 
p re y e d his view to Generalissim o 
Stalin in these words: 
"It seems to m e that under the 
term s of the Moscow' declaration 
and the provisions of the charter 
above referred to it would be p ro ­ 
per for the Soviet Union to indi­ 
cate its willingness to consult and 
cooperate w ith other great powers 
now’ at w ar w'ith Ja p a n w’ith a 
view to joint action on behalf of 
the com m unity of nations to m ain ­ 
tain peace and security.”

Action Is Legal 
The section of the United N a­ 
tions charter to which Byrnes said 
President T ru m an referred in his 
statem ent to Stalin included so­

under which the United States. 
G ’-eat Britain, Russia, F rance and 
China agreed to consultation and 
joint action necessary to m aintain 
international peace in the period 
before the proposed World Securi­ 
ty Council begins to operate. 
Mr. T rum an also cited, Ryrnes 
caid, Article 103 of the charter 
which provides that in the event 
of conflict w ith other obligations 
of United Nations mem bers, the 
charter obligation shall prevail. 
Byrnes’ citation of the United 
Nations ch a rter was interpreted as 
pointing tow ard the legal basis 
upon which Russia m ight enter 
the w’ar w hile its non-aggression 
treaty w ith Ja p an still is o p era­ 
tive.

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BALDWIN WORKS 
ON ATOM BOMB 


Escanaba Physicist 
Did 
Research 
Under 
Dr. Lawrence 


Francis Baldwin of Richmond, 
Calif., brother 
of 
Mrs. 
H. L. 
Holderman and Ted Baldwin of 
Escanaba, was among the group of 
scientists who worked on the de­ 
velopment of the atomic bomb in 
the University of California lab­ 
oratories in Berkeley, 
Calif., 
it 
was revealed yesterday. 
Baldwin visited relatives in Es­ 
canaba in mid-July 
after 
com­ 
pleting his research work at Ber­ 
keley. Upon returning to Califor­ 
nia, he became a staff member of 
the research 
laboratory 
of 
the 
Standard Oil company of Califor­ 
nia at Richmond. Baldwin receiv­ 
ed his m aster’s degree in physics 
at the University of Chicago. For 
several months, he was employed 
at the naval ordnance laboratory 
in Washington, D. 
C., 
working 
with a group studying the ballis­ 
tics of torpedo bombs in prepara­ 
tion for the bombing of power 
dams in Germany. 
At the University of California, 
Baldwin did research work under 
the supervision of Dr. Ernest O r­ 
lando Lawrence, winner of the 
Nobel prize for his development 
of the atom smasher. Dr. Law ­ 
rence was noted for his research 
in the structure of atoms, atomic 
nucleus, transmutation of atoms, 
and interaction of radiation and 
matter. 
Although he mentioned to re ­ 
latives here he had been 
doing 
atomic research 
work, 
Baldwin 
did not say anything about the 
bomb. He predicted, however, that 
within a short time 
the 
world 
would be startled by the develop­ 
ment of a new secret weapon. 


ATOM SMASHER HELPED 
Berkeley, Calif. (ZP) — The dis­ 
tinguished atom smasher, Dr. E rn­ 
est Orlando Lawrence, 44, declared 
Monday that “the atomic bomb 
will surely shorten the war and, 
let us hope it will effectively end 
war as a 
possibility in 
human 
affairs.” 
Dr. Lawrence’s huge cyclotron 
on the University of California 
campus contributed to a great ex­ 
tent in the success of the new 
bomb and achievement of the his­ 
toric use of atomic power. 
Lawrence won the Nobel prize 
for physics in 1939. 
Two years 
earlier he had won the Comstock 
prize of the National Academy of 
Science, highest scientific honor of 
its kind in the United States. 
The 225 ton cyclotron, largest of 
its variety, was built by Lawrence, 
and at the start of the w ar he was 
planning one of 2,000 tons. 
Mili­ 
tary security halted all mention 
of further expectations. 
Lawrence’s atom shattering cy­ 
clotron uses the principle of re­ 
pented use of low voltage to give 
speed and energy to the “bullets” 
which split up the tiny particles 
of matter.

Washington—Atomac 
bombs, 
bursting over Japanese 
military 
and 
industrial 
key-points 
like 
Doomsday thunderbolts, herald a 
revolution in war such as has not 
been seen since the first use of 
gunpowder, and later on another 
revolution in industry probably 
greater than the one ushered in 
by the invention of 
the 
steam 
enigne. 
Chemical 
emergencies 
heretofore used, as 
in the 
ex­ 
plosion of TNT or the burning of 
coal, have originated 
only 
by 
ripping molecules apart and re­ 
arranging the whole 
atoms 
of 
which they are made up; this new 
physical development of 
power 
involves splitting open the atoms 
themselves and loosing the vast­ 
ly greater energies that tie to­ 
gether their electrons and protons. 
I f s An Old Idea 
The powet development is new, 
but the idea cack of it is old—old 
as the alchemies of ancient China 
and Arabia, that slowly crept to­ 
wards the dawn of modern science 
through the 
solitary 
labors 
of 
primitive researchers like Roger 
Bacon and Albertus Magnus in 
the Middle Ages. 
That it could 
be 
brought 
to 
realization now is due more than 
anything else to the fact that re­ 
searchers are *no longer solitary. 
American, British and Canadian 
scientists pooled 
resources, 
and 
enormous sums 
of 
money—pro­ 
bably more than has ever been 
spent on any research project in 
history—were made available to 
them in their race against time— 
and the enemy. 
The enemy, for his part, played 
into our hands, partly because he 
couldn’t 
help 
himself, 
partly 
through his own blind prejudices. 
The enemy was divided from the 
first: Japan was far from the rest 
of the Axis and had relatively few 
scientists and not much in the way 
of equipment and raw 
material 
for the particular kind of produc­ 
tion required; 
Germany, 
much 


better off in both respects, delib­ 
erately threw away some of her 
best brains because of a lunatic 
distaste for the owners’ racial or 
religious connections. 
The Germans even lost aid that 
they might 
have 
gained 
from 
scientists 
in 
neutral 
countries, 
through their 
ruthless 
military 
policy. One of the world’s leaders 
in the atom-splitting field, Prof. 
Inglis Bohr of the 
University 
of 
Copenhagen, found it necessary to 
leave his country and take refuge 
in Sweden, later going to England 
and then to the United States. 
German scientists called in by the 
Nazis to take over his laboratory 
declined to receive 
such 
stolen 
property. Qnly since the close of 
hostilities has Prof. Bohr returned 
to Copenhagen. 
Uranium Not Plentiful 
While official news releases do 
not mention the substance used in 
the new atomic bomb, it is gener­ 
al assumed that it is uranium, be­ 
cause this was the 
element 
on 
which most promising atom-split­ 
ting work was being done in im ­ 
mediate prewar days. Even “com­ 
mon” uranium is not plentiful it is 
a very heavy metal found in cer­ 
tain ores that occur most abund­ 
antly in North America and Afri­ 
ca. “Common” uranium 
has 
an 
atomic weight of 238, as compared 
to an atomic weight 
of 207 
for 
lead. 
Left to itself, 
uranium 
spon­ 
taneously loses 
a 
little 
weight, 
changing from U-238 to U-237 and 
U-235. In doing so it releases con­ 
siderable 
quantities 
of 
energy, 
which can be expressed in terms 
of heat. The lighter-weight forms 
of uranium 
are 
what 
explode,

with thousands of times the force 
of ordinary chemical high explo­ 
sives. 
When it was first found theor­ 
etically possible to free high in­ 
tensities of energy by exploding 
unstable atoms of uranium , there 
was considerable fear 
that 
the 
first successful experiment of the 
kind might be the 
end 
of 
the 
world, because one atom was ex­ 
pected to rip apart nearby atoms, 
and these in turn to set off their 
neighbors, regardless of what ele­ 
ments they belonged to. But the 
first laboratory experiments 
al­ 
layed that fear, and the present 
wartime application seems to in­ 
dicate that the explosion will con­ 
fine itself to the element contain­ 
ed in the bomb, and not spread to 
other kinds of atoms. 
Industrial application of atomic 
explosions, 
President 
Trum an’s 
announcement stated, are not 
to 
be expected in the near 
future. 
This has an historic parallel. Ex­ 
plosions were used in w ar at the 
end of the Middle Ages, but it was 
not until five or 
six 
centuries 
later that “tame” explosions, like 
those of gas and gasoline in in­ 
ternal combustion engines, 
were 
made available for peaceable pur­ 
poses. However, modern 
science 
moves rapidly, and it is unlikely 
that the time-lag in the 
present 
case will be anywhere near that 
long.

Washington—The atom 
is 
the 
one fundamental unit of matter in 
‘the universe. Everything is made 
I of atoms. 
The 
only 
difference 
1 between the coal in your furnace, 
the phosphorus in the match that 
lights it and the oxygen in the air 
that makes them burn is that their 
atoms are made of slightly differ­ 
ent arrangements 
of 
the 
same 
electrical forces. It is these elec­ 
trical forces that disintegrate the 
atom and give out atomic power. 
Atoms are like miniature solar 
systems, whose suns are spots of 
positive 
electricity 
and 
whose 
planets are electrons. The atoms 
of the various chemical elements 
are built of different numbers of 
electrons. The atoms of 
uranium 
are the largest known. Scientists 
believe they are too large to hold 
together and that this accounts for 
the fact that this heavy metal is 
constantly breaking 
down 
into 
lighter elements, thorium, radium 
and lead, giving off the strange 
gas, radon, which is heavier than 
lead, and showing loss of energy 
by glowing in the dark. 
For nearly half 
a century 
the 
fact of atomic disintegration has 
been known. But no one knew 
how to make use of the energy 
given off by the exploding atoms. 
Here and there a few electrons 
would break away from their tiny 
orbits, throwing the system into 
confusion, liberating 
energy 
as 
heat and light. Compared to the 
size of the atom, the quantities of 
energy liberated 
are 
enormous. 
But no one could 
predict 
just 


when the atoms would explode, or 
make them do it where the re­ 
leased energy could be made to do 
useful work. This was the situa­ 
tion at the beginning of the war. 
Our scientists were almost on the 
verge of this discovery. 
But 
so 
were the Germans. The race for 
solving the problem of using the 
energy locked up 
in 
the 
quiet 
atoms has been won by our side, 
' and just in time.

SOVIET ENTRY 


Quick End Of W ar Seen 
As Likely Result Of 
Stalin’s Move 


Escanabans greeted the startling 
announcement of Russia’s d eclara­ 
tion of w ar on Jap an with undis­ 
guised elation yesterday, convinced 
that the new turn of events, cou­ 
pled with the devastating power 
of the atom ic bomb, means a quick 
end of the war in the P acific, 
The 
announcem ent, 
made 
by 
President Trum an at two o’clock, 
Escanaba tim e, spread like w ild­ 
fire. 
The consensus of opinion of 
the man on the street is sim ply 
that Japan w ill now find fu rther 
resistance utterly impossible and 
will sue for peace within a very 
short period of time. 
Mingled 
with 
the elation 
of 
Russia’s entry into the P acific war, 
however, was a general belief that 
the big bear of 
Soviet 
Russia, 
symbolized by the ham m er and 
sickle, is being thrown into the 
fray by P rem ier Stalin in order 
to get in on the spoils at a tim e 
when Jap an 's fate 
had 
already 
been sealed by Am erican m ilitary 
might. 
W herever people met yesterday 
afternoon, the conversation swirled 
around 
the 
startling 
announce­ 
ment of the Russian declaration of 
war against Japan. 
Those who 
had sons, brothers or sw eethearts 
scheduled for redeploym ent to the 
Pacific 
were 
hopeful that the 
latest turn of events would mean 
a 
cancellation 
of 
their 
travel 
orders. 
The 
effect 
of 
the 
Am erican 
atomic bomb discovery upon Rus­ 
sia’s decision to enter the w ar on 
the side of the Allies against an 
arch-enem y. Jap an , figured prom ­ 
inently in local discussions. 
M ost 
local 
residents 
expressed 
belief 
that the knowledge of the A m eri­ 
can’s possession of the most te rri­ 
fying m ilitary weapon in world 
history contributed in no sm all 
way to Stalin’s decision to becom e 
an active belligerent in the P acific 
war. 
That Russia’s decision to enter 
the war was made at Potsdam , 
Germ any, 
during 
the 
Trum an- 
A ttlee-Stalin conference was taken 
for granted by local residents. This 
was particularly obvious in view 
of the fact that the first inform a­ 
tion to the Am erican people of 
Russia’s 
decision was 
made by 
President Trum an at W ashington.
